IIawes, Democrat, Missouri, declared 
today, having fallen short of w hat the 
people of the valley have been led to 
expect by representatives of the pres­ 
ident. 


Instead of em bodying 
constructive 
policies, the present proposal means 
merely th a t the ‘‘pork barrel, log roll­ 
ing m ethod" of m eeting the river pro­ 
blem will lu* continued, he said, te rm ­ 
ing it a keen disappointm ent to those 
interested in flood relief. 


"W h at America dem ands is not a 
continuance of the pork barrel, sh ift­ 
ing vacillating and heretofore inade­ 
quate program ", he continued, “ but 
a new, definite, comprehensive 
and 
effective policy of floor! control in the 
Mississippi Valley". 


Although 
considerable 
opposition 
to the adm inistration plan had been 
indicated in 
the 
Mouse, 
especially 
an n n g southern and w estern rep re­ 
sentatives, none of the members 
of 
the body’s flood 
control 
com mittee, 
which is fram ing the flood legislation, 
would not comment today. They have 
been studying the program carefully 
since it was received by Congress. 


The criticism of its opponents

the House b centered about the finan­ 
cial recommendations which would «li­ 
vide the cost of the project between

Aecoiding to the experience of the 
Travelers* Insurance Co. of Hartford 
Conn.. appropxim ately 100

Illinois' automobile fatality record 
s considerably g re a te r than that of I 
he country as a whole, for taking the I 
United States in it-- entirety, one p er­ 
son is either killed or fatally hurt in 
1 m otor accident for each 1000 cars.

profiles from the railroad lines, con­ 
structed a map, which answ ered the 
purpose for the tim e being.

W hether the hull of the subm arine 
was crushed and her crewr all drow n­ 
ed, or whether the crash had m ere­

feared, 
however, that a m ajor marine disas­ 
ter had resulted, com parable to the 
loss of the submarine S-51 in

C hristm as approaching and 
most everybody look ing around for a 
-dock ing to hang up, 
the 
following 
history of stock ings should 
be 
of 
special interest to S tandard re a d e rs- 


H istorians record that the French 
were the first to mak e stock ings 
of 
m y k ind. 
This attem pt dates 
back 
to the seventh century. 
At that time 
dock ings 
were 
made 
of cloth 
or 
’eather, 
and were very crude. 
The 
Scotch 
produced 
the 
first 
k nitted 
nose, tow ards the end of the fifteenth 
entury; these 
were 
wool. 
Before 
hat the stock ings 
worn, 
by 
those 
who wore them at all, were made 
of 
linen, cloth or silk , according to the 
w earer’s station in life. 
The 
very 
poor wore blank et cloth, while 
the 
riel, chose velvet. 
But these 
were 
not stock ings in the sense that 
we 
mow them, and the word 
“stock ing” 
tself came in with the k nitted a r ti­ 
cle. 
But ev-n in those days there were 
‘ styles in 
leg-coverings, and 
gold 
•mbroideries were made 
on 
velvet 
uise, not to mention a style idea pre- 
ailing in the fifteenth century, 
of 
having the stock ing consist of pieces 
f varied shapes cut and sewed 
to­ 
gether. 
Chaucer tells us that in his 
ime England was gay indeed in her 
hoitv of hose. 
Red and white 
and 
lue and white were popular 
color 
■> mbinations. 
Novelties 
were 
just 


as much in demand then as now, and 
cry early “clock s" took their place 
is a form of 
decoration, 
as 
the 
most enduring of the designs devised. 


So great w as the 
adm iration 
for 
he silk stock ings that shortly 
a fte r 
heir introduction into France it was 
lot unusual for a really opulent per- 
on to appe ar at im portant gather- 
ngs w earing several pairs. 
And one 
voung beau is mentioned who fared 
orth w earing twelve pairs of stock - 
ngs at one time. 
The Scottish brand of stock ings in- 
roduced in the fifteenth century were 
handmade, and as the women walk ed 
be fields or 
streets, 
they 
carried 
heir work along and k nitted as they 
went. 
Each woman could k nit about 
'wo pairs of stock ings a week , while 
the very fines ones—corresponding to 
>ur "chiffon" weights today— took six 
months to finish, and fetched 3 and 
4 pounds sterling a pair. 
It was in­ 
evitable that the stock ing fram e and 
machine ultim ately 
should 
supplant 
this quaint phase of the industry, and 


the 
first machine-k nitted 
stock ings 
were made in 1589 by the English in­ 
ventor, William Lee. 
It is said that 
he presented the first pair 
to Queen 
Elizabeth and that she was delighted 
with the gift. 
With many changes 
and constant im provement, silk stock ­ 
ings from that day to this have been 
an im portant part 
of 
feminie cos­ 
tume.

BECKY ROGERS GIVEN 
14 YEARS IN PRISON 


Lagrange, Texas, December 
17.— 
Rejecting an insanity plea, a jury of 
men in district court here today con­ 
victed Mrs. Rebecca Bradley Rogers, 
22-year-old 
form er 
U niversity 
of 
Texas co-ed, on a charge of robhing 
the F a rm ers’ National Bank of Buda, 
Texas, and fixed the penalty at 
14 
years in prison. 
The 
defendant 
received the ver­ 
dict calmly, but to her husband, Otis 
Rogers, young attorney, whose d ra ­ 
matic appeal for either liberty 
or 
the electric chair for his wife moved 
spectators in the courtroom to tears 
yes'erday, i» proved a shock . 
A greem ent was 
reached 
by 
the 
jurors 12 hours a fte r they had been 
sent to bed last night urged by Dis­ 
trict A ttorney Fred Blundell to 
re- 
urn n verdict "tha t will set a 
pre­ 
cedent in the southw est 
and 
warn 
women and girls". 
R egers had pleaded death for 
his 
young wife rather than a term in the 
penitentiary. 
He 
term ed her “un­ 
balanced” , as did three alienist* who 
testified for the defense. 
Blundell had urged tha t 
the 
real 
defense presented was that “ the de­ 
fendant is a w om an”. 
The death 
penalty 
would 
have 
been possible, as 
Mrs. Rogers 
was 
charged with having used a revolver 
when she held up two officials of the 
Buda bank last December and 
ob­ 
tained $ 1000. 
Robbery with firearms 
is a capital offense in Texas, with a 
minimum penalty of 
five 
years 
in 
prison. 
At the time of the robbery Mrs. 
Rogers was employed a t Austin as a 
stenographer in the office of A ttor­ 
ney General Dan Moody, now gover­ 
nor. 
H er secret m arriage to Rogers, 
while both were university students, 
was revealed after her arrest. 
Recently she was tried on a charge 
of arson, but the jury disagreed a fte r 
healing an insanity plea. 
The day 
before the Buda robbery, Mrs. Rog­ 
ers is alleged to have burned a house 
at Round Rock , Texas, in a 
scheme 
to rob the bank there. 
Rogers, who is suffering from tu­ 
berculosis, was k eenly 
affected 
by 
the veixiict. He told the jury his wife 
had been work ing as a w aitress re­ 
cently to provide medical care 
for 
him. 
Mrs. Grace Bradley, m other of 
Rebecca, took the conviction calmly. 
Mrs. Rogers gave not the slightest 
sign 
of concern, 
m aintaining 
the 
sam e disinterested air 
that 
carried 
her through the two week s of trial. 
lentil her motion for a new trial 
is acted upon, she m ust go to Fay- 
‘ttc C ounty ja il,, her attorneys said. 
No bond can be given until the mo­ 
tion it* acted upon nad tha t may not 
he until Tuesday or Wednesday, they 
explained.

A great tleuI of the success with the

Washington, December 16.—Unless 
the Mississippi River 
flood 
control 
program, as recommended 
to

gress by Dwight F. Davis, Secretary 
of War, and 
Major-General

Jadwin, chief of army engineers, 
is 
aadically amended, Senator Harry B. 
Hawes of Missouri will oppose it and 
vote against it. 
Hawes announced his opposition to 
the administration plan in a formal 
statement today, in which he pointed 
out that two Souheast Missouri coun­ 
ties—Mississippi and New 
Madrid— 
W'ould 
be 
partly destroyed 
if 
no 
changes were made in the engineers’ 
recommendations. 
’ Devastation for Southeast 
Mis­ 
souri—and nothing fo r'th e rest 
of 
the State—is all that is proposed foi 
Missouri in the report of the army 
engineers”, Hawes asserted. 
The text of his statem ent follows: 
Study 
of the 
I)avis-Jadwin flood 
control report reveals an attem pt on 
the part of the army engineers 
to 
secure more power and to lessen civ­ 
ilisation's 
praticipation in 
the flood ; 
control program, and to handle a ser­ 
ious national situation without 
pre- j 
aenting the river problem in its e n -! 
tirety.

' ‘Immediately following the flood 
disaster, we were told to wait, to re­ 
main silent. 
But fortunately, 
Mis­ 
souri, »hrough its newspapers, its civ­ 
ic organizations and its Representa­ 
tives did not remain silent.

light of the Davis-Jadwin report, our 
course in submitting 
the 
Missouri 
plan as a basis 
for discussion 
has 
been justified. 
“ I do not know a Senator in 
the 
valley states affected by

Davis-Jadwin report, and I am 
in­ 
formed the same situation prevails in 
the House.
